Paſſage from Rotterdam to Antwerp) + 


N the 13th of May N. Stile, inthe 
Year 1698. we wenton Board the 
Ship which on that day was bound 
from Rotterdam to Antwerp, There 


| goes every Day of the Week 


| bne from Hence, I think, excepting _— 


- M ACCOUNT . _. 
Antwerp” We ſet fail about four a Clock After. 
noon, and with a good Gale of Wind, which' 
was very fair for us, we came to Dort by fix. 
There our Skipper lay by, and loiter'd ill 
. eight; by which time-the Wind was much a- 
bated, and we could advance but very ſlowly. 
Therefore we came toan Anchor, and lay thar 
Night AY —_ T_ This 
lace we paſgd by r} t Morning, leaving 
jr on our Right-hand, after about an hours 
failing-with a Wind not favourable, and bur 
very ſmall. Ic is a ſmall Village of Holland, 
conſiſting of. Fiſhermens and Waggoners Hou- 
ſes: Tt is in the Poſt-Road from. France into 
Holland. They that come from Brabant land 
here from the Boat which they: rake at More- 
dyck on the other ſide. After this we ſaw-oh 
the ſide of Brabant , which was our left ' ſide 
as we went down here,-the Steeples of two 
little Towns of Brabant, which belong tothe 
States-General, the one called Sevenberg, the 
other Clunderr.” - But the -Countrey there-is-a 
dead Flat about them, and affords no Proſpect. 
, We came nearer afterwards to Wilemſtad: 
fs we paſs down the Water call'd Holand:s- 
Deep. Thisis a very ſimall City, conſiſting chief- 
ly of one long t,- which is broad and 
{trait ; at the upper enfl of it ſtands a good 
large Church, which is all they have or need. 
The neareſt part of the City is about half a 
Mile from che Water, byt there is a great Ca- 
na] which carries good big Veſlelsup into the 
Town. We ſe from the Water the Walls of 
this Town, which are encompal#d with a good 
Dicch : .The Ramparts are planted with-Trees 
between the Bodies of which appear the Open. 
rag 
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| the Houſes, and of ſome other Tris glad 


within the City; all which together yield a very 
Proſpett. King William is the Pro- . 


priecor of this City, and alſo of a large ' tract 
of Lands on this ſide of Brabant, as welFas of 


more on the other ſide towards the Meare. - 


Withouc ſtopping we failed on by this City tilt 
about Noon; when we were come to the 


Iſlands of Zeeland, where we were forced to Ziland 


lie {till for want of Water, the Tide being our. 
The Place we lay by, is called Philips-Land, 
alittle Iſland on our 'Right:hand. We ſaw a 
Church and ſomewhat of a Village upon it as 
we palled by, and ſtopt a little way below is 
within ſight of ir. We were in a new Ship that 
was her firſt Voyage, having never been 

| before, and yet ſhe knew her way al 
moſt as well as the Skipper. For when we 
* had here an Occaſion to upbraid him for his 
Ignorance, he confeſſed he had been this Voy+- 
age ſore Years ago in his younger time, bus. 
had now almoſt forgot his way. And this ap* 
pear'd true, for he thought it neceſſary ro ga 
over a Flat, whereas there was: a Channal 


round it, 'and the Compaſs was nat very large. -

loaden, fail round us in that Channel, 
while we were labouring, and likely to have

CR, of a ſtrong Tide winch run. againft 
us as it was-ebbing in che narrow | 
which runs by Toler, called the YVoſſemaer ; 
with all our Labour we could ſomnetimes hard- 
ly make head againſt the Stream ; we could 
therefore get. but a little beyond Tolen this 
Night. 'The Water comes into this narrow 
Channel from a Branch of the Sebelde calld 
the Oofter or Eaſtern Schelde. The River Schelde ; 
in French, E/caut ; in Latin, Schaldis ; riſes in 
the County of Picardy;; it runs by Towrnay, 
Oudenard and Ghent, after which, having re- 
ceiv'd. the River Lyſs, it runs on to Devder- 
monde, from thence to Antwerp, and empties 
it ſelf into the Sea among the Iſlands of - Zee- 
land. It divides it ſelf here into two Branches, 
one of which is call'd the . Oofer, or Eaſtern 
Schelde, the other the Hondt or Weftern Schelde. 
The Eafter» Channel divides the Iſlands of 
Zeeland into two parts call'd the Eaſters and 
the Weſtern. The chief and firmeſt of theſe 
Iſlands which make up the Province of Zee- 
land, are Seven in Number ; Three of which 
lie on the Eaſt ſide of this Channel, which are 
Schouwen, Duyvelandt, fo call'd from the mul- 


titude of Pidgeons it breeds, and Tolen. The 


Iſland Tolen has its Name from the City fore- 
mention'd. Ir is a City well walld and com- 
d with a good Ditch ; the Ramparts are 
igh, and planted with Trees in two Rows. 
The City is but ſmall, rhe Houſes are built with 
Brick, after the manner common in Holland. 
It ſeems to have bur very little Trade or Buſi- 
neſs ſtirring in it.

' The Iflands of Zeeland, where they can be 
plow'd; and ſown, bear excellent Wheat, and 
in great Py: infomuch that *cis ſaid, An 
Acre of Land here will bear double the Crop 
of one in Brabant, tho? one may allo fee very 
good Crops of Wheat in ſome Places there. 
The Ground here is very rich, but the Water 
js not ſweer, nor the Air good, nor have they 
any Quantity of Wood for Fuel, inſtead of 
which they burn Turf: 

The Inhabitants apply themſelves to the Sea, 
and trade to all Parts ; a multicude of them 
emp! y themſelvesin Fiſhing, and furniſh their 
Nextbour with Fiſh : they ſock the plentj- 
ful-Fiſh-Market at Arrmwerp. Some think, and 
the 'Dexiſh Hiſtories pretend to it, that the 
Iſlands of this Province were firſt poſſeſs'd and 
inhabited by a People out of Denmark; where 
indeed there is an Iſland calld . Zeeland, on 
which ſtands Copenhagen, and 'tis ſuppoſed the 
Peogle came from thence, and call'd this new 
Countcey by the _ of that from Fes

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they came. But if this were not ſo, this Name 
might ficly be given to this Province for the 
Situation of theſe Iſlands. They - have. been 
wont to reckon, that there were Eight wall'd 
Cities upon theſe Iſlands; one of theſe call'd 
Romers:wael, is now no more ; the chief of all 
js Middleburg, which ſtands upon the Iſland 
Walcheres, a City rich, populous, and flouriſh- 
ing in Frade to all parts. There were alfo 
reckon'd - formerly upon theſe Iſlands 102 
Villages; but many of theſe are gone to wrack 
by the Sea. They who go abour to deſtribe 
the Province of Zealand, commonly fay, they 
can hardly pretend' to give the preſent State of 
it, becauſe, perhaps, while they write; the Sea 
may be making ſome conſiderable Alterations 
in it: Thisis athing which frequently happens; 
ſometimes the Sea joyns two little Iſlands to» 
gether by throwing up a Bank of Sand between 
them ; fometimes it cuts off one part of an 'I- 
land from the reſt, by throwing a Channel of 
Watevin between them. The People are for- 
ped to defend the Countrey with high Dykes 
or Banks of Earth rais'd up; and theſe Banks 
themſelves need a Defence ro keep the Water 
from waſhing them away ; for they being bur 
a looſe Mold, this very eaſily comes to paſs, if 
the Water can come at them. To prevent 
which, they make uſe of aDevice which will 
ſeem ſtrange to moſt People in England, biir 
which is very frequent here, and: on the Banks 
of many of the great running Waters in- ot.

It is faid, That an Account was taken 
in thoſe times,- and it was found, that-at once, 
within the ſpace of a few days, an hundred 
thouſand Men had forſaken this and other Tras 
ding Cities of theſe Provinces, with - all that 
they could carry away. with them, to avoid 
the Rigours and Severities of the Government, 
and the greater Hazards and Dangers of Toſlſes 
and Miſchief from the Confuſion and Licenſe 
of the Civil Wars. We 

There is no publick Exerciſe or Profeſſion of 

Religion permitted here, but what is conform'd 
and ſubjet to the Practice and Authority of the 
Church of Rome. The Church of this Dioceſe 
is govern'd by Johannes Ferdinandus de Berghem, 
who is the preſent Biſhop of 4nrwerp, ahd has 
his dwelling there: He is a very grave and 
venerable Perſon , exemplary in - his Coty 
veriation, and in great Reputation for his Chas 
rity and Zeal. Bur in Conjunttion with the 
Archbiſhop of Mechlm, to whom he is Suffrs- 
gan, and che Faction of the Jeſuits, he is ſevere 
againſt all choſe who are calld by the Name 
of anſenifts, and are ſuſpeAed to. favout the 
Opinicns of Faxſenizs, of whom we ſhall gi

.... The Inhabirants' of this Town, however, 
under - the Condutt of this their 'Biſhop, are 
ſuch-as deſerve the CharaQter of a very pious 
and good People. We can hardly ſee any 
where in the Church of Rome fo regular and 


ſtrict an Obſervance of all the Forms, Methods, 
and times - of - Devotion , common. to that 


a Man who' is any thing ſenſible of che Cor- 
ruptions and Errors of that Church, hearcily 
lamentto ſee ſo much Piety and Devotion fo ill 
direQted and apply'd. 

"The Virgin Mary is. reputed and honour'd 
as the Patroneſs or Protettreſs'. of this City. 
In.a fine Chapel dedicated to her in the great 
Church, and which ſeems more frequented 
than any other in the Church, chere ſtands an 
Image of a Woman to repreſent her ; to- the 
girdle of which is hung a ſmal] Gold Key, re- 
preſenting the Key of rhe City Gates. But the 
bad Huſwife has prov'd fo unfit. to keep the 
City, that ſhe has often loſt the Key of it. 
There was a Report ſhe had loſt her Key in 
one Night in the Year 1696. but 1 faw within 
a lictle while after thac ſhe was honour'd wich 
another for all that. Certainly this preſenting 
her with a Key of their City has ſome further 
meaning than only to expe the Protection 
of Almighty God through her Interceſſion; 
and looks very like, at leaſt, co che \commir- 
ting. themſelves to her immediate ProreCtion. 
As one goes out at St George 1=Gate, under the 
Paſſage, there ſtands an Image of the Virgin 
Mary, with ſome Duch Verſes under it, whi. hb

it. And the common Prattice of the Papiſts 
evidently declares they have the ſame Opinion 
of their Images : what other account can be 
given of their going toone Image of the-ſame 
Saint for one Benefit, and -to. another for a- 
nother ? They. pretend to. , obtain good 
Succeſs at one of theſe Images, Peace at 
another, .and Cure of the Stone at anorher. 
Their very Form of conſecrating their Images, 
ſhows they expect the Virtue of the Saint ſhall 
attend the Image. . In an old Pontifical which 
Chemnitius a Lutheran Divine of Germany had, 
and which he mentions in his Examen - of the 
Council of Trent, he found this Form of con- 
ſecrating

"Tis true, there is ſince that time a new E- 
dition of the Pontifical overſeen and appoint- 
ed by Pope Clement VIII. which he enjoyned 
ro be where uſed, and at the ſame time 
he ſi 'd and forbid the Uſe of any other ; - 
and this by att AQ dated Feb. roth. 1596. In 
this new one the Prayer for |blefling or 'coft. 
ſecrating ſuch an Injage, is ſomewhat alter'd 
in Words, bur'i evidently and fully expreſſes 
this Opinion of theit Images. In one Avripbow 
_ the Office for -that purpoſes they ſpeak 
thus :

(fays he) that ſhe, having liv's at Eptieſus with | 
Sr.John, died there, at the Age of 92 Tears, 
the Tear of our Saviour 56 or 57; but thisis not 
at all certain he owns, as well as is not her Af- 
ſumption ; which it would without doubt _ 
been if it had been true.  For'if ever the 
of God had defign'd ſuch Honours for the Sy 
gin Mary asare paid her by theChurch of Rome, 
this , Which is one great foun- 
dation and encouragement of them, would have 
been order'd by the Divine Providence to have 
been aſcertain'd beyond all reaſonable doubt 
or contradiftion, as is the Aſcenſion of our 
Blefſed Saviour.

very ignorantly invented at firſt : For the Few- 
ib Law ordain'd indeed, that the Males ſhould 
be preſented to God, which were the Firſt- 
born of their Mothers, but not the Females. 
This is very evident in the Scripture, and the 
Jeſuit Menochixs ſtares the Law fo in his Learn- 
ed Book De ca Hebraics.

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mention'd, which the poor People ſo eagerly 
run after, and conſider them a little upon this 
Occaſion once for all, that we may underſtand 
es le che gen: heed 
| are the great AS We 
may ſay, of the Roman Church , that which 
ſupports their Trade and brings in their Wealth, 
That which gathers, and binds her the 
Fraternities who at their charge , beauti- 
fie and maintain fome Altars and Chappels, 
and the worſhip of ſome particular Saints, is 
that ſeveral gences are granted to that 
Fraternity to be obtain'd at thoſe Altars and 
Chappels. That which draws the multitude 
to Church, to be preſent at a Maſs, and other 
Devotions on their numerous Holidays is the 
grantof Indulgences to be obtain'd thereat thoſe 


_ times. When any Church or Chappel wancs 


repairing, begins to be deſerted, or wants more 
Finery Dy = new Ind are grant- 
ed to thoſe that ſhall come to Maſs at that Al- 
tar or Chappel. When the Pope has a mind 
to favour any knot of Secular Prieſts, or any 
Religious Order, he grants them ſome new In- 
dulgences to be obtain'd by thoſe who ſhall 
come to hear them ſay Maſs at certain appoint- 
ed times at their Churches or Chappels. But

And they are all, as wel} as they can 
be, joyn'd together in the Dodtrine of thar 
Church. The Catholicks, (faies he, meaning 
the Church of Rome ) do with one Conſent 
teach, That Jeſus Chriſt alone, God and Man, 
was Capable by the infinite Dignicy of his Per- 
ſon, to offer to God a Satisfaftion ſufficient for 
our Sins. But he having ſupera ly fatiſ. 
fied, could apply that his infinite Satisfaftion to 
us in theſe two different manners : *Eicher he 
could give us an entire Diſcharge, without the 
Reſerve of any Pain or Penalty to be ſuffered 
by our ſelves; Qr elſe he could eſtabliſh a 
Chap utation of a greater Pai for a lefler : 
That is to ſay, He could excuſe us from the E- 
ternal Pain due to our Sins,and leave usbound 
to ſore Temporal Pains ; and thisis that which 
he has dong, with I ro thoſs who fall 
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into Sin afrer their Bapriſm. They muſt ſuf 
fer ſore Temporal Pain, tho* the Eternal be, 
remitted to them: And ir 'is not to be conclu- 
ded thence ( faies he ) that Jeſus Chriſt has 
not entirely ſatisfied for us, but on che contrary, 
that he having acquir'd an abſolute "5p or 
Propreity over us, by the infinire Price he has 
given for our Salvation, he grancs us our Par- 
don upon ſuch a Condition, or ſuch a Law, and 
with ſuch a Reſerve as he pleaſes, Ir is there: 
fore to ſatisfie this Obligation that we are ſub- * 
jet to ſome Penalty which we ought to ac- 
compliſh in the Spirit of Humility and Re 
rance. Andit was the neceſſity of rheſe fatif-' 
faftory' Works which oblig'd the Ancient 
Church to impoſe upon Penitents the Penalties 
which are call'd Canonical. When therefore 
the Church impoſes upon Sinners the Works 
that are penal and laborious, and it is fo that 
they ſubmic ro them wich Humility, this is cal- 
Jed SatisfaQtion ; and when, having regard to 
the Fervour of the Penitents, or to other good 
Works which ſhe has preſcrib'd ro them,” ſhe 
relaxes ſome part of the Pain that was due, 
this is call'd Indulgence. Thoſe that go out of 
this Life with Grace and Charity, 'but are ne- 
vertheleſs ſtill indebted for ſome Pains which 
the divine Juſtice has reſerv'd, muſt ſuffer them 
in another Lifs, that is in Purgatory. This Pur- 
gatory they make as frighrful as rhey can de- 
viſe to do: they fay the Pains are the fame. 
with rhoſe in Hell : they ſet the place of ir, as 
it were, on the Suburbs of Hell, and repreſene 
it as incomparably more intollerable rhan all 
that can be endur'd in this World: infomuch 
ghar if we might believe the ——— 
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have of the Apparitions and Complaints of 
Souls tortur'd there, it were more eligible and 
berter to be endur'd, to live quite through an 
ordinary Life on Earth under the moſt wrack- 
ing po tormenting Diſeaſe, than to lie but for 
a day in "Purgatory: -But theſe miſerab'e 
Wretches who are there, have this Relief, as 
the Biſhop of Meaux ſays, That God has fo e- 

ſtabliſh'd the Advantages of brotherly Charity, 
and che Communion of Saints, that ofrencimes 

he receives the Satisfattions which we offer tor 

one another. So the Souls ia Purgatory they 

,may be reliev'd, andeither caſed there, 
or defiver'd from thence by the Satisfations of 


their Friends, for. them, who are living on 


Farth. Theſe Satisfattions theirliving Friends 
muſt give for them, either by doing ſome la- 
borious Works, or by ſuffering many hard and 
voluntary Penances themſelves ; or elſe. they 


'- muſt purchaſe a good parcel of Satisfattions for 


them' out of the Treaſury of the Church, which 
the Pope at Rome, and the Biſhops in their re- 
ſpeive Dioceſles, have, as they pretend, the 
Power todiſpence, and to communicate or ap- 
ply them to whom they pleaſe. This Treaſure 


\ of the Church, as they pretend, is made up 
. of the infinite Satisfaftions of Jeſus Chriſt,and 
+ the Satisfaftions of the Saints. The Biſhop 


of Meaux ſays, He mentions thoſe of the Sainrs, 
becauſe the Goodneſs of God is ſuch, that he 
is willing, out of Favour to the more pious of 
his Servants, to ſufſer himſelf ro be, for their 
ſakes, the ' more' gentle, and eafie to others. 
This, ſaies he, is the Foundation of Indulgen- 
cs. They are eſtabliſt'd co relax the Rigour 
of the temporal Pains due to fin. They are nox

for the Diſpoſal of what is their own, or. work

\ Let us now obſerve how the Cheat of all 
this may be diſcern'd, and upon a little Ex 
mination of the matter we ſhall find that this 
whole Frame of Stuff is a policick Engine to 
keep the People in Awe and Subjeftion to the 
Pope, and to hold the ſeveral numerous Or- 
ders, or rather Regimenc? of ſuperfluous Prieſts 
in good pays and to pay them too with other 
Peoples Money. In the firſt place we may 
obſerve, 'tis well known to thoſe who are ac- 


quainted with che Hiſtory and Diſcipline of the 


primitive Church ; that they did indeed injoyn 
publick Penance for thoſe ako were qui of 
mg and notorious Crimes, which they ob» 
igd them to endure and fulfil before they 
would admit them, after ſuch Faults, to jos! 
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take of the Sacrament of the Lord? o Sppger 
* Buttheſe Penances were not deſign'd to ſatisfy 
the divine Juſtice for the Sins commirced, but 
to give the Church -and the Publick, Satisfa- 
faftion and evident Proof of the Sincetity and 
Truth of their Repentance. And when the 
time of theſe Penances was ſhortned, which 
was the uſual . Indulgence of the Primitive 
Church, it was becauſe the Circumſtances fa- ' 
tisfied the Church before. the time appointed 
was all ſpent, that the Penitent was truly ſach, 
and was come to a due Senſe and Deteſtation 
of his Fault: Orelſe it was ſhortned - becauſe - 
the Perſon was likely to die within' the tme © 
. In which caſe alſo he having cen-+ 
tinned his Task of Pennance, was, at the pointe 
of Death, admitted to partake of that Sacra- 
ment for his Conſolation and Support in that 
ſad Hour. Thus was the matter managed in 
, the primitive Church. 

And*tis welt known alſo by thoſe who are” 
acquainted with the State and Management 
of the Roman Church at preſent, that thoſe 

, good Men who would revive the ancient Diſci-' * 
pline, atd do require the Evidences of a true 
Repentance before they admit People ro that 
Sacrament, are hated and 'perfecuted by: che 
prevailing FaCtion in the Church of Rome, un- |.

Lords Supper : Bur in- the Church of Rome 'tis 
always expreſf'd and and requir'd as a Con- 
dition of enjoying the Indulgence, that the per- 
ſons ſhall have firſt cotifefs'd, and receiv'd the 
Communion.  .The plain Reaſon of this is, be- 
cauſe the Offering at receiving of the Commu- 
nion, is the chief thing which the Indulgence 
is granted for, and muſt be attain'd by. And 
the primitive Church never prerended by her 
Indulg to'relax the Pains of Purgatory, or 
to deliver any from it ; for they knew nothing 
of any ſuch place or State, as the Romaniſts 
have invented. 

* Furcher, let us obſerve, That the Biſhop of 


Meaux confeſſes, as indeed he is forced to do, 


* by the Evidence of holy Scripture, That the 
Sufferings of Jeſus Chriſt , and his Meritori- 
ous Death, are a full Satisfaftion to the Di. 
vine Juſtice for the Sins of Men. But from 
hence we may conclude, That at leaſt there 
can beno need of Humane SarisfaCtions, or that 
we muſt ſuffer ſevere penalties to ſatisfie for 
our Sins. The Juſtice of God cannot be ſaid to 
require more than isneceffary, unleſs he be ve- 
ry unjuſfly accus'd. But if Chriſt has done 
all in this matter, more than all is more than 
need to be ; a full Satisfation muſt be enough,

. They have here at preſent a large and mag- 


niticent Houſe which ' is dedicated to St. Ads 
cba#l the Arch-Angel. It ftands very plea- 
fantly on the South-fide of che Town near 
the River. The Chappel is well ftor'd with 
very valuable Paintings. ' In one large Divili- 
on of the Wall is a Draught with a multitude 
of Figures in it, and they not very ſmall nei- 
ther ; this-they ſay repreſents all che [Mi- 
racles of our Saviour. Their Dining-room has 
admirable Paintings in it ; and their Garden 
is beautiful, and well furniſhd with Flowers

Miraculous lar Holiday, once a Year, the' Afiraculows Sa. 
Sacrament. crament, as they call it ; which is ſuch a Wafer 
as the Papiſts uſe in celebrating the Sacrament 
of the Lord Supper, to which the following 
Story belongs. In the Year 1369. as ſome'of 
the Hiſtorians of this Countrey put ir, one Fo- 
nathan a Few, with an ill Defign, bought of a

into Applications to the bleſſed Virgin, and in 
a word, the Chriſtian Religion turn'd Marian,

fifteen-Pater Noſfters:

(Finring them, we gotup very early the: 
next Morning, having a long and ted 
ous Journey, as the Ways were, to reach tg 
Colen, We paſſed through a Valley for about 
the ſpace of half an Hour, upon a pav'd Cauk- 
way, from Fuliers, between rich Paſtures and* 
Corn-Fields. ' Then we gradually mounted to/ 
a higher Country, but-the Soil being a fore oþ 


. Clay, 'it was very wet ſtill. Soon after our 


aſcending, we enter'd a vaſt Wood, which our) } 
Foreman or Charioteer call'd the Wood of 
Steintraſſe, froma Village of that Name, whichs 
we paſs'd through at the edge of it. Thers 
was a very broad Track through the Woody 
which is the Road, and it is pretty ſtrait, 9* 
that we commonly could ſee ſome Miles before 
us; but as broad as the Road was, we could: 
hardly pick out a tolerable Path, the Groun$ 
was every where fo ſoft and full of Waters 
The tall Wood was chiefly Oak and Beach; 
there was a great deal of Underwood, for the 
moſt part, and that was Alder chiefly, which 
rows on moiſt Grounds beſt ;, all the Wood 
em'd very flouriſhing, and large in its kind.

And 
though ic was common for Charrettes with 
their Paſſengers to ford it conveniently enough, 
we could not have done this now without be- 
ing wet, even in our Charrette, almoſt to the 
Waſte; and beſides, our.

ple come from ſeveral Parts thither, for

1700 Communicants. They, poor People, *' 


are perhaps excuſable from theic Circumſtan- 
ſtances for the not uſing that Ordinance more 
frequently. Bur certainly where the Magiſtrate 
is of their Perſwaſion, and they might cele- 
brate it as often as they will, it is a thing with- 
out excuſe to pur it off only to four times in 
a Year. Theſe People themſelves told me, 
that the moſt of the Proteſtant Congregations, 
even in thoſe Parts, do celebrate Nik Sacra- 
ment every. Lord's Day. I cannot chuſe but 
think therefore, that the Church of. England is 
reform? d according to the Model of the beſt reform'd 
Churches beyond the Seas, which has provided, 
and perhaps order*d, that this Sacrament be 
celebrated every Lord's Day. But the Rule, 
and Precept of Holy Scripture, together, and 
in conjunction, with the Practice.and Exam- 


ple of thoſe very Perſons, by whom. the Spirit 


of God tranſmirted the Rule to the World, is 
certainly rather to 'be obſerv'd,.than the Qr- 
ders of any later Church; and our Rule in 
the caſe is certainly moſt agreeable with Holy 
Scriptures. I moſt heartily wiſh, our People 
would, more. generally than they do, fall in 
with ſo Juſt, and Pious, and Editying an Or- 
der. Weought indeed to relinquiſh and purge 
out more entirely from amongſt us this Relick 
of Popery ; for it was the Fapiſts who firſt in- 
rreduc'd, and betray'd the People into the

+ Our Road .from Dyxſſe[dorp was not on the 
Bank of the Rbjne, but out of the Sight of it. 
We = pe through a rich Corn Counery, and 
our Ways were tolerably good. When we 
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came Within about. two Hours of - Duy:berg, wood of 
which was to be about the middle of -this Duysbergs 


Day*®s Journey, we entred a vaſt Wood or: 
Foreſt. It was very pleaſant to us, and look'd 
almoſt every where like a Grove, there being 
very lictle under-wood within our Sight, and 
it was generally dry and firm under us. It is 
full of ſtately tall Trees, the moſt of them 
Beech or Oak, and they very fair- and flou- 
riſhing. There was on it a good Coat of 
Green, which afforded Paſture for Sheep 
and we ſaw in our way three or four very 
large Flocks of Sheep. of a good ſize, they 
Jook'd in a very good Condition, and were 
each Flock attended wich two or three. Shep- 
herds, . and ſo many ſtour Dogs ; and beſides

to have. 4 great many wild Beaſts in it, of ſe- 
veral forts, apd to have beſides many Hun- 
dreds of Horſes that run wild in it, who 
chuſe a hungry Liberty, eſpecially in Winter, 
rather than a fat and well fed Servitude. There 
Buſhes ſcatter'd about - every 
where through this Wood in great abundance. 
We were about an Hour 'and half in paſting 
through 'it, at a good rate of travelling, 
found it thick ſet with Trees all the way 3 
and when we came on the other ſide of it, 
where we look'd upon Duy:burg, we obſery'd 
that it ſarrounded the City at the diſtance of 
ewo or three Miles, and went both ways be- 
yond onr Sight, though we could fee it a 
great way. . 

We had left the Dutchy of Mons, and were 
entred the Dutchy of Cleve ſome little time 
before we parted with this Wood ; ſo we were 
alſo now within the Dominion of the Eleor 
of Brandenburg ; and within his Dominion we 
continu'd,and in this Dutchy of Cleve too, till we. 
came within the Dominions of che States-G 
neral of the United Provinces; for we paſs'd 
through the. greateſt part of the Length- of 
the Dutchy of Cleve. This Dutchy of Cleve 
is a Country of Germany, included within the 
Circle of Weſtphalia : It is fituate partly on 
both ſides of the Rhine. It has on the Eaſt 
Borders of it, the Dutchy of Berg, or Mans, 
the County of Marck, and part of the Dutchy 
6f #*/*phalia, On the Welt, it borders part- 
ly upon Brabant, and partly upon the Dutchy 
of Ge!derland. On the South, it has next it 
the Biſhoprick of Golen, and the Territory of 
Atx 


Aix la C . On the North *tis bounded 
with Over-1/el, and. the-Province of Zutphen. 
The Extent of it is reckon'd to be about Fit- 
feen Leagues in length, and Four or Five in 
breadth. It is pretty much cover'd with 
Woods and Hills, by virtue of, which it is 
ſtor'd with a prodigious Quantity of Wild 
Game. But on the Banks of the Rhine, on 
both ſides, for a good breadth, it is for the 
moſt part a plain and rich Country, wellpeo- 
- andmanur'd; and ſome of the Hills them- 
elves bear good Corn. This Dutchy now be- 
longs to the Ele&tour of Brandenbury. How 
long it has done fo, and how it came to pals, 
has been faid at Fuliers, and Duſſeldory. 

. It may not be improper here, to take notice 
of the Eſtates and Dominions of the Eleftour 
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Eſtates of 
the E'e- 


of Brandenburg, which we are now enter'd up- guur of 
on. There is no Prince in Germany whoſe granden. 


Eſtates are of ſo great an Extene as thoſe of the burg: 
. Marquis of Brandenburg. One may reckon his 
Dominions to reach Three hundred Leagues, - 


beginning upon the Frontiers of the United 
Provinces, and ending on the Frontiers of Po- 
land. He is Maſter of the Dutchy of Clever, 
the Counties of Ravensberg, and Marck, the 
Principalities of Halberſtadr, and Minden, tlie 
Marquifate of Brandenbzrg, which has the Ti- 
tle of an EleRtourate, of the further Pomer.2- 
a, ard the Ducal Pruſja, *Tis faid his Reve- 
nue is worth a Million of Crowns yearly, in 
time of Peace z and that, beſides the common 
Troops which he has in Garriſon, he can raiſe 
Eighty thouſand Foot, and Six thouſand Horie, 
and maintain them on his own Lands, without 
: Aaz any 
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Puysberg, 
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any Aﬀiſtance. In this Extent of Dominjon, 
he has in ſome Countries all 'Proteſtants,- in'd- 


others a good part Calviniſts, in others the great- 


er part Papiſts, as they are reckon*d to be it 
this Dutchy of Cleve, The Eleour of Brar- 
denburg, according to the Golden Bull, is Arch- 
Chamberlain of the' Empire. In ſolemn Pro- 
ceſZons he carries the Scepter before the-King 


of the Romans, therefore he bears a Scepter in 3 
his Coat of Arms. He'has a ſpecial Privilege | 


in his Territories and Dominions, of laying 
new Taxes upon his People, or encrealing the 
old ones; and of building Mills upon any of 
his Rivers where he pleaſes. The preſent E- 
letour, Frederick Wyliam, the Third- of that 
Name, came to his Dominions by the Death of 
his Father, in'the Year 1688, + 
Duysberg was the firſt City we came to with- 
in the Ele&tour of Brandenberg's Dominions. 
We reach'd it- about half an Hour after we 
came out of the Wood. It is a wall'd City, 
but very ſmall, and: the Houſes are mean. It 
ſeems a poor Place, and to have no Buſinefs or 
Trade: - It ſtands at the diftance of about Two 
Mile from the Rhime, on 'the River Roer. It 
has Two Pariſh Churches in it, which are pret- 
ty large ones. Theſe are poſle('d, and us'd by 
thoſe of the Reformed Religien, as the Magi- 
ſtracy of the Town. are. of that way. In 
walking abour it I ſaw no where any publick 
Marks of Popery, in Crofles or Images, in a- 
ny of the Streets, But the: Papiſts have here 
the full Liberty of the Exerciſe of their Reli- 
gion in Publick, 'and there are ſeveral of 'thoſe ' 
call'd Religious Houſes of theirs in; the City. 
$0, 4* Tin þ —_ OT , There 
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There is a ſmall Univerſity in this City, of 
the Reform'd Religion, for the Studies of Phi- 
loſophy, and Divinity. I ſaw about half a 
Dozen young Men ſtragling about in the Ci- 
ty, with a Book under their Arms. The Stu- 
cars here have Liberty to Hunt in the Wood 
of Duysberg, and by the Mien of thoſe we ſaw, 
one would take them to be rather Animals of 
the Foreſt, than Students in an Univerſity. 
There are, they ſay, at preſent Two hundred 
Students here. One Hulfs is the Rrofeſſour 
of Divinity. I faw in 4 ſmall Bookſellers 
Hands a little fort of a Syſtem of Divinity, 
which he has written. Our Foreman would 
ſtay here but a very little while, ſo we had not 
Opportunity to converſe with any one. 

Soon after we were out of the City, wewers 
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to croſ; the - Reer. This is the ſecond River of 1% Ro+ 


that Name we met with in our Journey ; the 
former was at Fuliers, Which runs into the 
Maeſe. This River comes from the Ducchy of 
Weſtphalia, runs through the County of Marek, 
and falls into the Rbime a little below this City. 
We croſgd this River in a good commodious 
Ferry-Boat. Ir was very broad now, but had 
been” much broader a lictle before with the 
Rains. It claims a good ſpace on each ſide the 
common Channel here, to uſe upon Occaſion, 
and has taken Fofleflion of it with Sand and 
Gravel. I could:not obſerve, or learn that a- 
ny Veſſels, with-any manner of Trade, do 
come up this River from the Rh:ne. . 

When we had paſs'd the River, we found 
our Way itt a low Country, and very wet awd 


cr 


dirty all along to Dij»facken, where our Fore- nijnfae- 
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mati wanla tWagets'thar Night. This is reck- 
oned one vf' the Cities of the Dutchy of Clews, 
bir i; the pooreſt, vſleft:Place that ever-I ſaw 
in my Life. We- came to it through along 
Lane, full of: Water; at-the botrom- of the 
Warer were fald the Bodies'of - Trees, as cloſe 
to- each”other as "they could lie. and which 
reach'd croſs the Lane: This a fort of mens 

ding, abſolately neceſſary to the Werneſs and 
Rotterineſs of ' the 'Ground here. We  jolted 
ovef rheſe Trees for I believe near half a Mile 
together. At length we came'to a pitiful old 
and ruinous' Wall,” which ſurrounds the. City, 
As weenter*d; wefaw within the City; on our 
Lefe Hand, Three tall Crucifixes, ſtanding up- 
on a raiſed Ground, and by them a little Brick 
Building, like thoſe Chappcls or, Oratories.to 
the Virgin Mary, which -we ſaw Fometimes in 
the Fields; and this had in it an Altar and I- 
mage of ſome fort or other. : The prevailing 
Religion then of this City, we may ſuppoſe tg 
be the Popiſh. T did not ask whether they have 
any Religious Houles here, for it were unrea- 
fonable to ſuppoſe. that there are.. It would be 
trae Mortification to thoſ® People to live: in fo 
miſerable a Place, therefore they would all be 
fare to avoid it. We came in too late to ſeethe 
Church, but could expect co ſee nothing worth 
obſerving it, we had | been earlier. There 


* was a large Brook running through the Town 
, with ſome Force and Noiſe ; - over. it lay a 


wretched wooden Bridge, which ſeem'd broad 
enough for Carts to go upon, but too rotten to 
bear them. We went over it with ſome Care 
and Fear: ' The Waterof this was of a lovely 
Wo” | '# F Cheſnut 
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|Cheſnut Colour, which ſhows from what fort *. 
of -Ground it is derivd. Yet from a Wellin - 
the Town TI got tolerable good Water to drink; 
I reckon indeed that the Town it ſelf ſtands 
_ firm Ground, but at the edge of a Tra 
marſhy Gtound, and it is on that fide of the 
moorilh Ground which is towards the R5ine., It 
is not, I believe, far 'from that River, and, I 
ſuppoſe, the Ground between them; to be more 
firm and paſſable. - I believe the Occaſion and. 
Original of the Town to have been at firſt a 
Roman Fort, which is a uſual thing in all the 
Countries conquer*d by that brave People. For 


there remains here a very remarkable Building, Rmmas 
concerning which I could learn -nothing, -but %ildirg. 


that it*was buile by them about the time of our 
Saviour*s Nativicy. It is a large and high 
Tower, builc perfe@ly round. Ir ſtands, with 
the Building adjoined, in a Place a little eleva- 
ted from the reſt of the Town. It is at one 
Corner of a large ſquare Court, about which is 
a great Brick Building, like the common Seats 
of the Barons of theſe Countries, which are 
commonly calPd Cattles. Several of which 
we-met with in our Journey, and after the Mo- 
del' of fome of our old Mannours in Ergland 
andthe whole is encompalſs'd by a broad deep 
Moat, 'which was almoſt big enough to have 
ſerv'd for a Town Direch. We may fay it is 
deep, becauſe it was of a great dep:!: from the 
top to the Water that was in it The Founda- 
tion of this Tower, down to the Water, and 
ſomewhat above Ground, was made of great 
ſquare -Free-Stone ; above this, all the Build- 
ing is Brick, I do not remember that I faw 
Wa F F any 
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Court, any Plates' to let"in Light,” or from 
whence any could look ont; - Iris built very 
high, bue in Three Pares.' The loweft part 


' goes up, of an equal bigneſs, to about the 


height of Three or Four good Stories; round 
the top of that there ſeem'd to be a Battlement. 
The ſecond part, above this, is fomewhar lels 
than this lower one, and ſtands as within it a lit- 
cle, Thar alfo, like the firſt, goes up all of a 
bigneſs, and ſeems as tall as the lower, and to 
have a Bartlement at the top. The third, and 
higheſt part, is ſer a little within the ſecond, 
{eems not ſo tall as the other, and has Battle- 
ments atthe top. The whole Building feem'd 
compleat and ſound, and had no- appearance 
of any ruine or decay aboutiit. The Buildin 

about the Court look*d decay'd. We purpoſed, 
it being now almoſt dark, to come the next 
Morning and examine it a little further ; but 
our Foreman hurried us away very early, and 
ſo ciſappointed us. From the Circumſtances 
of che Place, I judge this muſt have been a 
Watch-Tower, or a fort of Caſtle to viewand 
command here a confiderable Paſs between it 


and the Rbine. , 


We left this wretched Place betimes in the 


Morning, on the 3d. of Fune, and paſs'd on”, 


for Emmerick. The firſt part of our Journey, 
for aboutan Hour and a half, was over a vaſt 
wet mooriſh Common ; there were ſome Cat- 
tle feeding in it, here and there, ' up to the 
mid-leg in Water, and it ſeem'd, 'that the Pla- 
ces where the Water ftood fo, were the beſt 
for them, for theſe look'd the greeneſt. —_

We waited a 
great while therefore for a Naken, which could 
Carty us where the Ferry-Boat could not, and 
which was on the ccher ide the Litpe, adi al- 
moſt a quarter of a Mile above our Place. 
When that was come, we hung our Charrette 
at one end of it, ſtow'd our Two Horſes, and 
above a Dozen People in it, and mounted the 
Stream of Lippe, which was now very broad, 
til” we came to the convenient landing Place. 
This River, call'd by Tacitas, Luppia, comes 
. down from the Dutchy of on alia, where 

it has upon it the City of Lip#adr. It falls in- 
to the Rhine, on the right ſide. We had near 
an Engliſh Mile to go, from the Place where 
we landed of this River to Feſel. It is, they 
lay, navigable a great way up into the Coun-

the chief: Cities in the Dutchy of Chwe. It 
ftands upon the righe Bank of the Rive, and 
the more convenient for Trade, by reaſon of 
the Neighbourhood of the Lippe, which is na- 
vigable up- into the Country. This City has 
been ſeveral times taken and retaken,. between 
the Armies of the Spaniards, and of the States 
57> General. 
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General. At laſt, Frederick Henry, Prince of 


Orange, Commander of the Armies of the _ 
States, took it by and Surpiſe, in © 
the Year 1629, in the rrel between the 
Marquis of Brandenburg and the Duke of New- : 


bourg, fore-mention'd.. It remain'd, with ſe- 


veral other Cities, in-the Dutchy of Cleve, 'in ' 


the Poſſeflion of the »States, as a Pawn for 
Money lent the Ele&our of yn that 
War. And being thus as it were 
Twa Mafters, it was not fo well look'd to; or 
provided for, as it ſhould have heen, and fo 
was eaſily taken by the French, in the Year 
1672, when they made their ſudden and un- 
expected Invaſion into Holland. But this, with 
the other Cities, were reſtor*d to the Ele&our 
of Brandenburg by the Treary of Nimeguen 1 
ſince which time ic has remain'd under that 
Prince. And now it ſeems better look'd too, 
As we enter'd into it, we obſery'd a good For- 
tification about it. There is a good Garriſon 
of Soldiers in it, they examin'd us ſtrictly at the 
Gate, what wewere,andwhither we were bound 
The Streets are fair and large, the Houſes well 
buile, much after the Holland Faſhion. There 
appear in it abundance of Shops, and they 
plentifully ſtor'd with all forts of Commodis 
ties. Many People were palling in the Streets, 
and every thing look'd in a good Condition, 
ſo that in general it ſeems at preſent to be ri 
pulous, -and flouriſhing. It ſeems to be chiet 
ly inhabited by thoſe of the Reform'd Religi- 
on. We paſſed through a great part of it, and 
ſaw no.where any Marks of .the Romiſh Su- 


 perſtionin publick, Yet the Papilts have here

NIMMEGVUEN. 


 Nimmeguen, as the Dutch call it, is call'd 
by the Latines Noviomagum. It is certainly a 
very Ancient City ; it was very conlſidera- 
ble in the Time of Charlemaigne, but was built 
before : That Emperour made it the Second !' 
in Dignity, after Aix, among his Three Im-- 
perial Retlidences. It was always a Free Im- 
perial City. And tho' it came to belong to 
Otho, the 3d. Count of Guelderland, about the 
Year 1248. being yielded to him By the Em- 
pour, for a Summ of Money which he had 
rrow*d of the Count, yet it always retain'd 
its Ancient Privileges and Perogatives, which 
had been granted it by ſeveral Emperours, 
theſe being conſtantly confirm'd by Counts 


and Dukes of Guelderland. -Among thoſe 
Rights

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Rights chey hare had the Power of making | 

changing their. own Laws ;. of levying 
"Taxes ; of coining Money ; of raifing Soul- 
diers ; and .of baniſhing in ſome from 
the whole m__ There isa ſmall Territory

is City from the former Times, 
it ruhs downs on the ſame fide of the River 
that Nimmeguen ſtands on, till it reaches the 
Province of Holland ; it is ſtill call'd the King- 
dom of Nimmeguen, becauſe the City has been 
a Royal Reſidence. Nimmeguen had its ſhare 
in the Miſeries and Confuſions which attended 
the Hgvole of theſe Provinces from the Crown 
of Spain; it was in thoſe Times often raken 
and retaken berween the Spaniards and the 
Confederate Provinces, at laft it became join'd 
to the latter, and ſo remains to this Day. Ir 
is now faid to be gorern'd by Six Burgo- 
maſters, or Conſuls, who are fuch tor Life ; 
But they govern or a& in their Office 'bur Two 
at once, and. for the ſpace of a Yean, and ſo 
take turns, Theſe Burgomaſters chufe out of 
the Senate , Two Schepins or judges, who, 
having taken their Oaths, chuſe Two more ; 
and they, when ſworn, chuſe Two more, and 
this is done till they have made up the Number 
of Twelve. The Senate conſilts of Thirty 
Two Perſons, who are affembied by the Con- 
fals upon extraordinary Occalions only. This 
City has had an. Ancient Right of being Free 
from paying Toll at any Place upon the iaeſc 
And at Liege they have been wont to give a 
ſmall Acknowledgement, of this which is fiid 
to be ſtill continu'd. Once a Year,* about the

This Divi- 
fion is made at a Point of that Land which is 
calPd the Betuwe, which is a Word deriv'd 
from the Latin, Batavia, and ſhows [this to be 
the Country which the Romans call'd by that 
Name. Ar that Point of Land is a large and 
regular Fortification, call'd Schenckenſcand: 
This belongs to the States-General, and lies ſo 
as it Commands both theſe Channels of che 
Rhine. Nimmeguen is ſituated on the left Bank 
of theWael. Itis alarge City, the Area of it 
ſomething more then half a Circle : It is 'en- 
compals'd with a good Wall and a Ditch, and 
fortified with a convenient number of Baſti- 
ens.. It ſtands upon a Ground which riſes 
conſiderably from the River, but very gradu-: 
ally : But ar that ſide which is-uppermoſt upon 
the River, the Ground ſtands very bigh, and 
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| comes a ſteep Cliff to the Wathr. Upon that 
Place is built a large-and ſtrong Caſtle, which
